Today cell phones are highly sophisticated 
gadgets that have the ability to surf the Inter- 
net, call friends, play music and even take out 
737 airplanes. 

With smartphones and technology evolvy- 
ing, so should airline security. 

Researcher Chris Roberts was not allowed 
to board a United Airlines flight from Colo- 
rado to San Francisco on April 18 because of 
a tweet that Roberts made days earlier. 

Roberts tweeted that he was able to drop 
the oxygen masks with his phone. 

According to an article by the Associat- 
ed Press, Roberts founded One World Labs, 
which finds airline security risks before oth- 
ers are able to exploit the problems. 

United Airlines and other commercial 
airlines need to take initiatives to address 
the security problems that researchers such 
as Roberts are trying to raise. Ever since the 
events of 9/11, airlines have taken the proper 
steps to ensure the safety of not only passen- 
gers, but civilians. 

Background checks for security officers 
have been implemented, stronger law en- 
forcement presence, baggage checking, pas- 
senger screening and other techniques. are 
now being used to prevent another catastro- 
phe. 

Roberts’ tweet was meant as a joke, but 
he also wanted to get United Airlines’ at- 
tention. According to Roberts, his company

Lopez, the first Latino to host a late-night talk 
show, spoke about his: strict upbringing by his 
grandmother and his experiences as a Latino in 
Hollywood.

with it, preparation does.” 
Senior Chicanos studies major at CSULB Se- 
bastian Ortega said he can relate to Lopez and the 


struggles that Latinos sometimes experience. 

“The lack of resources that [Latinos] have and 
are provided with contribute to how successful we 
are,” Ortega said. “It’s always good to see someone 
you can relate to doing big things.” 

Lopez's grandmother did not allow him to go 
many places or do much when he was young. 
When Lopez’s grandmother saw her role play out 
on “George Lopez,” she commented, “You made 
me nice!” 

Lopez said that as he became older, he réalized

Freshman designated hitter Brock Lund- 
quist’s game winning hit in the bottom of the 
13th carried the Long Beach State baseball 
team past No. 2 UCLA in a 2-1 win at Blair 
Field on Tuesday night. 


“{I was] trying to hit the ball up the middle 
or somewhere in the gap,” Lundquist said. “I 
shortened up a little bit and took a two strike 
approach there.” 

Junior right-hander Ryan Cruz allowed 
only one run in eight innings of work. Bruins 
(31-9, 16-5 Pac-12) junior right-hander Cody 
Poteet matched Cruz when he allowed only 
one base runner through his first four innings. 
Both starters delivered one shutout inning af- 
ter another until the Dirtbags broke through 
in the fifth inning. 

Freshman outfielder Tristan Mercadel was 
the second Dirtbags’ base runner after a hard 


hit shot to shortstop forced a fielding error. 


No. 2 Bruins 


Mercadel advanced to second off another er- 
ror by the Bruins and sophomore catcher Dan- 
iel Jackson brought him when he singled to the 
right side to give the Dirtbags the 1-0 lead. 

The Dirtbags threatened to score again in 
the sixth inning when freshmen left fielder 
Luke Rasmussen and designated hitter Brock 
Lundquist were each hit by a pitch. Senior first 
baseman Alex Bishop went down swinging 
and LBSU was unable to capitalize. 

Cruz’s shutout ended in the eighth inning 
when he walked UCLA second baseman Trent 
Chatterton and pinch runner Brett Urabe stole 
second. Two straight wild pitches allowed 
Urabe to make his way home and knot it up 
at 1-1. 

“We had a little bit of trouble pushing the 
fastball down in the strike zone,” head coach 
Troy Buckley said. 

Junior righty Tanner Brown replaced Cruz 
on the mound to begin the ninth inning. The 
Bruins had an opportunity, but failed to take 
the lead when sophomore first baseman Luke 
Persico reached third off a base hit to right 
field from senior third baseman Chris Keck. 

Junior righty Logan Lombana replaced 
Brown with two outs and escaped the inning 
unscathed, leaving Persico stranded on third. 
The Dirtbags went down quietly in the ninth, 
and the game headed to extra innings. 

Lombana gave up a single and a walk in the 
10th inning to put a runner in scoring posi- 
tion. A grab and throw by sophomore short- 
stop Garrett Hampson ended the scoring 
threat. The Dirtbags failed to get another man 
on base until the 12th inning. 

The Dirtbags let another scoring chance 
get away when junior second baseman Zack 
Domingues grounded out with runners on 
second and third. Freshman righty Darren

Hundreds of women sat, stood or 
kneeled Monday evening in an over- 
flowing conference room filled with 
uproarious laughter. 

California State University, Long 
Beach President Jane Close Conoley 
was one of six women.on stage at the 
front of the room in the Omni Los 
Angeles Hotel where she and her col- 
leagues joked about what they do to 
keep stress at a minimum. 

“The last time I had balance was 
1978,” Conoley said. 

- President Conoley received the 
Trailblazer Award for women lead- 


ers along with the other five women 
California State University presi- 
dents: during the Legacy of Leader- 
ship Award Ceremony. 

Leadership California, the non- 
profit organization that honored 
President Conoley and her fellow 
awardees, is comprised of more

She has won 
a number of awards and has contrib- 
uted to, edited or authored more than 
200 books. 

Conoley said she is particularly 
proud of CSULB’s diversity with re- 
spect to ethnicity, age and gender, but 
she recognized that there are difficul- 
ties ahead of her in the CSU system. 

“(Declining state investment] 
meant we turned down thousands of 
CSU eligible students.” Conoley said. 
“This is not a happy day. We think 
our prestige, our importance is based 
on the transformational experiences 
we offer our students.

Christian Longo (James Franco) 
is accused of murdering his wife and 
three young children, and is then 
found hiding in Mexico, posing as 
the famious New York Times writer 
Michael Finkel (Jonah Hill). 

Meanwhile, Finkel is undergoing 
a crisis of his own. The New York 


Times catches the fabrication of his 
published article in their magazine.

As both men destroy their cred- 
ibility, Finkel discovers fugitive Lon- 
go: has been posing as himself and 
becomes genuinely interested.

The contrast of a warm, 
sunny day radiating happiness on a 
now dead family is haunting. 

Longo’s character seems to not 
only play Finkel, but the audience as 
well. His deep brown eyes shine with 
pain and softness. Yet his shy and 
calm nature lends a sense of discon- 
certing mystery. 

However, the thrilling ambiguity 
loses its charm three-fourths into 
the story. The constant uncertainty 
matched with the plot’s predictable 
behavior allotted for a gross sense of 
dissatisfaction. 

“True Story’s” anticlimactic end- 
ing makes the 100-minute-long, 
emotional rollercoaster unnecessary. 
The ride is fun, but audiences know 
how it- will end before they even 
board. 

The pairing of Franco and Hill | 
for a dark drama film was risky, but 
Goold pulls it off. Typically Franco 
and Hill costar in comedies, like 
“The Interview” or “This is the End.” 
It’s entertaining to see the usual silly 
pair conduct a sinister battle of wits. 

Perhaps the most menacing and 
hair-raising. component to “True 
Story” is that the film is in fact, a 
true story. 

Goold’s adaptation gives Longo’s 
case justice, but no matter how well 
his story was told, the real Longo 
couldn’t outrun his fate. He is cur- 
rently awaiting death by lethal injec-

has contacted United Airlines and other air- 
lines about the potential problems, but has seen 
little progress. 

What are airlines waiting for? Will it take 
another terrorist attack for airlines to evolve? 
Do innocent lives need to be lost in order for 
airlines to realize that other precautions need 
to be implemented? 


Airlines are at risk 
of hackers who could 
access avionic systems. 


United Airlines has released many state- 
ments regarding the situation, including state- 
ments claiming that no one could hack and 
access their controls. If that were the case, Rob- 
erts could not have been a threat. 

Yet Roberts was not allowed to board his 
plane and his personal belongs, including his 
laptop and other electronic items, were confis- 
cated without a search warrant. 

The United States Government Account- 
ability Office released a report on April 14, 2015 
warning airlines that Internet connection can 
provide unauthorized access to aircraft avionic 
systems. : 

While it remains a possibility, the chances of 
someone being able to access the avionic sys- 
tems are slim. Roberts stated that there are only 
a few people in the world who could achieve 
hacking the avionic systems. 

United Airlines needs to form a better part- 
nership with companies such as Roberts’ One 
World Labs because safety should always be the 
number one priority. 

Roberts’ incident has garnered the attention 
necessary to change security measures. While 
Roberts is right for being concerned about the
